4S an office boy nine years ago. Two years 
ago he was made cashier with a salary of 
41,200 a year. On Jan. 1 he would have re- 
ceived a substantial increase in his salary. 
.Yesterday the yearly inventory of the firm 
was started, and although not suspicious af 
his cashier's accounts, Mr. Friend decided 
- to go over the books with him. 
Lindstrom was uneasy, and when another 
employé was given a deposit of money 
carry to the Chicago National bank at noon 
Lindstrom declared he would take it oe 
check up some unsettled accounts with the 
bank teller. The young man failed to retu 
during the afternoon, and inquiry was made 
at the bank, It was found that the checks 
and drafts given him, amounting to $3,200, 
had been deposited. A messenger was then 
sent to his home. In the interim Mr. Friend

GIRLS BUILD CHAPEL. 


Students in Seminary Undertake 
Task Involving Hard Labor. 


HAUL ROCK FOR STRUCTURE. 


Intend to Do It Withoyt Any Aid Ex- 
, cept Advice from Men. 


Fifty young women, the daughters of wealthy 
parents, attending Rosemary Hall seminary 
at Rock Ridge, Greenwich, have set them- 
selves the task of building a chapel. 

They have been engaged for several days 
in loading rock on to a wagon and hauling it 


teamsters, as loaders, and as receivers at the 
stone pile, which is growing rapidly. 

They could afford to pay to have all this 
work done, but it is their purpose to show 
that they are capable of doing what they set

Standard Oil Methods of Management 
Going Into Practice. 


New York, Dec. 29.—[{Special.}]—Control of 
the United States Steel corporation, the 
greatest Industrial concern in the world, is 
now completely and absolutely vested in the 
Rockefeller group of capitalists and Henry 
Clay Frick, the enemy of Andrew Carnegie. 

Formal announcement of this fact may 
not be made in set words, but the effect of 
the change from the control of J. Pierpont 
Morgan will soon be made evident. John D. 


Rockefelter and Mr, Frick have fully worked | 


out their plans. 


Morgan Crowd Is Put Out. 

These provide for the complete elimination 
of thé 
parties from active leadership in the affairs 
of the steel corporation. 

Standard Oil methods are hereafter to be 
employed from top to bottom in the manage- 
ment of the steel trust. The first to feel 
this will be the men who are drawing salaries 
of from $12,000 to $25,000 a year. Many of 
these men are friends of those who dominated 
its management. These employés under the 
new régime must either stand for a reduc- 
tion in their salaries or get out. 


No More Fancy Salaries. 

fhe new-plan is to run the corporation for 
its owners, the stockholders, and not for the. 
personal friends of the controlling interests. 
No employé will get more than the actual 
value of his services. A Pittsburg man, a 
friend of Mr. Frick, in describing the salaty 
question under the new régime, said today: 

“These men will be able to live comfort- 
ably in Metuchen, N. J., or Plainfield, byt not 
in style in Fifth avenue.” 

Like all movements by the Rockefellers, 
control of the Steel cerporation “was ac- 
complished quietly. It has been in progress 
for more than six months. It wasnot known 
at first by anybody famillar with what was 
going on that Mr. Frick was associated with 
Mr. Reekefeller.

‘Attacks Roman Catholie’s 
View of Public Schools. 


EXPLAINS STATE'S DUTY. 


Says Separate Education for One 
Creed Would Mean It for All, 
Resulting in Destruction. 


Bishop 8. M: Merrflf, the nestor and jurist 
of the Methodist church, has taken up the 
cudgels against the position assumed by 
Archbishop Quigley on the public school 
Question. His answer to the archbishop's 
speech appears in this week’S issue of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate, and it is 
believed it will draw a reply from the head 
of the Roman diocese. 


Bishop’s Reply to Archbishop. 
_ The bishop's article is as follows: 

“The sentiments of the Roman Catholic 
glergy were voiced on Saturday, Dec. 19, by 
Archbishop Quigley in an address before the 
Catholic Woman’s league in the Masonic 
temple of this city on the subject of public 
schools. The address was notable chiefly 
for its frankness. It contained nothing new 
or striking, but. did express the _Romanist 
view with unmistakable clearness, showing 
that the:public schools are the nightmare of 
the priests, worrying them in their waking 
hours and oppressing them in their dreams. 
We, who'are loya) ‘Americans and not Ro- 
manists, are thankful.to be able to see things 
In a different light. With us the public school 
system is_ not a curse, nor is it in any sense 
@ menace to religion, nor to the rights of the 
Mate, Nor to the home, nor to the church, 
but capable of being a helper toevery human 
interest. Widely do we differ from this noted 
prelate, and deeply do we sympathize with 
the people who are misied by his glaring 
sophistries to believe themselves unfairly 
dealt with by the state and nation. 


Explains Opposition to Schools. 


“ That Romanists are opposed to the pub- 
lic schools is not new. They oppose them 
on the ground that in them the peculiar doc- 
trines of Romanism are hot taught. They 
object to paying taxes for schools that do 
not inculcate their faith. They refuse to 
favor or -patronize them, but insist upon 
their right to be heard whenever places on 
the school boards are to be filled, or when 
teachers are to be chosen. In these mat- 
ters they are never delinquent, and do not 
fail to have their full share in the govern- 
ing and teaching departments of the schools 
which they denounce as godless. 

“In his address the archbishop unfairly 
represents the theory of the state and of 
noncatholics when he says ‘the principle 
that rules all modern governments is that 
the.child belongs to the state, not to God 
nor to the parent.’ This half truth is a full 
misrepresentation. The child belongs to God, 
to the parent, and to the state. It is born 
Into vital relations to each, and its relation 
to each modifies its relatidn to the others 
so that neither can justly exercise a con- 
trol over it that disregards its relation to 
the others. God himself will not outrage 
the rights of the parent. By the divine or- 
der the child is born into the home, which 
is the basis of the church and the state. 


Child, Parent, and the State. 


“ First of all, the parent is responsible to 
God, fer the education of the ~ 
responsible fot th @ mai 
tenance of good society and good 
ment, is charged with the duty of seeing to if 
t the parent meet his obligation to the 
child,~ and, therefore, the state become’ 
the guardian of the home and the helper of 
the. parent. by providing means for the edu- 
cation of the child. That isan exaggerated 
notion of the function of the church which 
places the church between the child and its 
parents and gives:the church priority of 
claim to the child or authority over it. 
Neither church for state:can have priority 
of right till after the parent has forfeited 
his priority by negligence or abuse of duty. 
**Romanists give the chureh priority of 
claim to the ‘child, placing it over the child, 
over the parent, over the state, over the na- 
tion, and over every human right and in- 
terest. With them conscience itself is bound 
by the church. They have no conception of 
religion or of religious worship as a volun- 
tary service rendered to God from conviction 
or from an intelligent.apprehension of per- 
sonal duty. The essence of their system con- 
sists in putting the church—their church— 
in the place of God. In their thought, what- 
ever God has a right to claim and require the 
church has a right to.claim and require. This 
supreme elevation. of the church is their su- 
preme argument. It is an argument which 
robs intelligence of reason, conscience of its 
rightful function, the family of liberty, the 
state of its lawful prerogatives, and the 
individual of his manhood and his amena- 
bility to his God. 


Takes Issue on “the Minority.” 


“Thus exalting the church above parents, 
home, the state, and nation, this archbishop 
pronounces our school system“ tyranny,’ ‘un- 
just,’ ‘ oppressive." He wants it substituted 
by another system, one which he claims 
would be for the benfit of the ‘ minority.’ 
It is always popular to plead for the rights 
of the minority when the minority is op- 

He says it is the ‘ duty of the state 
to provide schools for the minority.’ Who 
can doubt this statement, if there be a 
‘minority’ for wluch no schools are pro- 
vided? But is there? -[t is the duty of the 
state to provide sci;ols for all, and for all 
alike, whether they ere of the majority or 
the minority; and th’s is what it does and all 
it has atty right to (0. What does this ven- 
erable prelate mean »y the ‘minority’? He 
says he wants ‘a subsidiary system of pub- |. 
lic schools for the benefit of the Roman 
Catholics.’ Here we have it. It is Roman 
Catholic schools supported by the funds of 
the state that is demanded. 


Schools for All Religions. 


“The archbishop elaborates his, thought 
and becomes more explicit. He says: ‘ The 


state should divide the public school] system 


and maintain a separate system for the'mi- 
nority—separate in the sense of- religious 
teaching. The two systems could be under 


one control, but in the Roman Catholic di-- 
‘vision Catholic principles should be taught.’ 


Yes, in the ‘Catholic division!’ But what 
about the other divisions? Would he have a 
Jewish division for Jewish children, in which 


Jewish principles should be taught? Does he. 


not know that the same argument would ap- 
ply to all the denominations, and that with 
equal reason the Baptists might demand that 
the state establish and support Baptist 
schools for Baptist children, in which Baptist 
principles should be taught? But if so, the 


byterians, and the Methodists, and all: 


others would demand thesame favors. Then 
what of the Unitarians and the Universalists? 
What of Christian Scientists and Dowieites? | 
What. of Mormons and infidels? The arch- 


‘bishop is not stupid. He knows the outcome 


of his logic and means it. He knows that 
granting his contention would be the de- 
struction of the system. This is the aim of 
this persistent warfare against the public 
schools. The Roman Catholic church is the 
avowed enemy of the whole system and the 
hierarchy i: bound if not sworn to achieve 
its overthrow.

Employés of several large ‘downtown sta- 
bles will meet today to return to work. They 
were opposed to the strike and are tired of it. 

The coming conflict will be carried on 
urder the direct supervision of the Chicago 
Employers’ association, and its secretary, 
Frederick W. Job. That body of business 
men has offered financial and moral éupport 
to the firms and prontised to “look after the 
interests of all nonunion men who have to 
use force to protect themselves and their 
charges.” 

“Hereafter when the union pickets butt 
into men driving carriages they wil! be taken 
care of,”’ said Secretary Job, speaking in the

Mr. Sykes long was unable 
to recognize his wife’ and brother, Albert 
Sykes. 

The extreme weight of the comedian, said 
to be 225 pounds, is believed to have lessened 
his chance of recovery. 

‘Mrs. Sykes was at the bedside of the actor 


‘from the time of her husband’s illness, Un- 


til the end she retained a belief that he would 
rally—a belief shared by members $5 the 
company. 

Star for Last Five Years. 

Mr. Sykes had beena star during five years, 
and at the time of his death was under the 
management of Klaw & Erlanger. He be- 
gan his career of prominence in “ Chris and 
the Wonderful Lamp,’ which was produced 
at the Knickerbocker theater in New York, 
and in ‘which he played for three years. His 
next success Was in the operetta “ Foxy 
Quiller.” In the production of ‘* The Bil- 
lionaire’’ Sykes was declared by critics to 
be an unusually clever comedian, 

Funeral arrangements have not yet been 
made, but burial probably will be in New 
York. : 

The Illinois theater, at- which Mr. Sykes 
had been appearing, was closed last night. 
The performances will be resumed tonight, 
with an understudy in the title réle, and the 
engagement will be continued until Satur- 
day, as originally arranged.’

RAILWAY DROPS OLD EMPLOYES 


Lake Shore and Eastern Discharges 130 
and Lays Off 500 Employes at 
South Chicago. 


On account of the closing of the Illinois 
Steel company mill at South Chicago, 500 
employés of the Chicago, Lake Shore and 
Bastern railway, which is operated by the 
steel company, have been laid off, and 130 
more discharged. Among the men dis- 
charged were thirty of the oldest employés 
of the ‘company, mostly engineers. All have 
been employed by the road from fifteen to 
twenty years. 

Upon inquiry the men were told that the 
company must cut down expenses. 

As a result of the shutting down of the 
Illinois Steel plants, many smaller concerns 
in South Chicago have been forced to run 
short handed, because they cannot get ma- 
terial to fill their orders. Among those who 
have had to lay off men are: The John 
Mohr Boiler works, sixty employés; the 
Hibben Boller works, twenty; and the Kee- 
man & Hill Boiler works, twenty. 

The advances of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Sheet and Iron Workers to the em- 
ployés of the steel works have met 
with rebuff. The amalgamated association, 
the national organization of the craft, wished 
the local workers to come back into the union. 
The South Chicago men were formerly in the 
amalgamated, but 'left in the strike four 
years ago and formed a local union called the 
Lakeside Lodge of Ironworkers.

** Now we are in for if, and we will make 
some of those firms wish they had taken our 
offer,” said Secretary J. R. Wadsworth of 
the drivers. ‘‘We do not fear the guns 
that are to be carried by the nonunion men.

The farm yalue of the crops of corn, 
wheat, rye, dats, Way, barley, potatoes, 
flaxseed, buckwheat, and tobacco raised 
this year is estimated at $2,500,000,C00 by 
the burean of statisties of the department 
of agriculture. To that great sum may prop- 
erly be added about $700,000,000 for the 
value of the cotton crop. This is an amaz- 
ing aggregation of “ quick assets,” which 
ean bejturned into money whenever it is 
needed. It is a gigantic pile of commodities 
which-are needed abroad as well as at home. 
If America is still in debt to Europe the 
méans with which to pay the debt are at 
hand, thanks to a generous soi] and to un- 
wearied cultivators. 
The mills and factories are not eo busy 
as they were a year ago, The regret which 
that occasions is tempered by the reflection 
that the farmers have been active to such 
excellent purpose. The United States is 
fortunate in that it has more than one 
string to its bow. It has managed to se- 
cure diversity of industries. It is not de- 
pendent on agriculture alone, as it was a 
century ago. It does not have to rely on 
manufactures alone for prosperity, as Great 
Britain does. It is more nearly self-sufficing 
than any other country under the san. When 
the resources of its tropical possessions are 
fully developed it will be in a stil] better po- 
sition to dictate commercial terms to na- 
tions which must have some of its surplus 
products. 

One would like to know about how much 
it cost to raisé the farm products of this 
year. The manufacturer can figure out his 
profits closely. He has to, so he may know 
where he stands. The average farmer does 
not imitate the manufacturer in this re- 
spect, or if he does hig balance sheet is not 
made public.

. THE CHILLY STREET CARS. 

There is a city ordinance which requires 
the traction companies to keep their cars 
heated sufficiently for the transportation 
of passengers at al] times during the cold 
weather months. The companies conceded 
the power of the council to pass the ordi- 
nance, and however chilly their cars may 
be sometimes they are more comfortable 
than in the old days, when nothing was 
done to make them cheerful except to throw 
a lot of bay on the floor for passengers to 
bury their feet in. A long street car ride 
in midwinter then was a trip to the north 
pole. 

Complaints are made that during the re- 
cent below zero weather the cars were not 
heated sufficiently... One must not demand 
impossibilities even of a traction company. 
When one or both doors of a car are opened 
every few minutes, at a time when the 
thermometer is below zero, it is not easy to 
keep the car quite so comfortable as the 
occupants would like to have it, although 
the temperature inside is a. decided im- 


provement on that outside. 
The compaufes should be required to do’ 


the best they can, which is to heat,their 
ears so that they will be quite comfortable 
at all times except during the bitterly cold 


stated, the thermometer cannot be kept at 
a high level. In the zero days they should 
be warmer than they have been. At pres- 


temperature in a street car is. If the com- 


sengers would know exactly how much 
heat they were getting, and if they did not 
get enough could complain intelligently. 

It must be admitted that the ordinance 
is a little vague. The ideas of men and 
women as to what constitutes “ sufficient 
heat” differ greatly. Some roast where 
others are chilly. Possibly the council 
ought to specify the minimum degree of 
heat which can and should be kept up du

If 
it was foreordained that the men now in 
prison should commit crimes, it was also 
foreordained that other men should put

government that the president could not 
dream of going to Brussels as long as the 
royalist pretender was permitted tq make 
it the headquarters of his warfare against 
the republic. 

King Leopold has paid many official vis- 
its to the various presidents that hdve stuc- 
ceeded one another as chief magistrates of 
France. But he has never yet been hon- 
ored with a return call, a fact which of- 
fended his own vanity and also the pride of 
the Belgian people, who, not without reason, 
aseribed the neglect to the fact that famil- 
jarity with Leopold at Paris had bred con- 
tempt. 

Loubet’s visit is to last two days, and he 
will be housed at the royal palace at Brus- 
sels. It will be the first visit paid to Bel- 
gium by a French ruler since King Louis 
Philippe went there to stay with his son- 
in-law, the late King Leopold. In fact, until 
now th has always been a disposition on 
the part of the great powers to neglect Bel- 
gium, and, although Queen Victoria staid 
there several times during the lifetime of 
the late King Leopold, who was not only her 
uncle but also had been her guardian and 
mentor, no German, Russian, or Austrian 
emperor, nor king of Italy, nor ruler of Spain 
has ever taken the trouble to pay a state 
vieit to Brussels or to include the latter 
among the official visits which are nowadays 
considered obligatory on the part of every 
ruler soon after his accession to supreme 
power. 

It is probable that when President Loubet 
visits Brussels Prince Victor Napoleon 
Bonaparte, the imperialist pretender, w'l! 
with a tact that has characterized al! his 
attitude towards King Leopold's court since 
he took up his residence in the Belgian capl- 
tal a number of years ago, make it con- 
venient to absent himself at that time for 
the purpose of paying a visit either to Aren- 
enberg, his country place in Switzerland,

The. Empress Pugénie has become frail 
and infirm, so much so indeed that it is 
“doubtful if she will be able to stand the jour- 
ney to the south of France for the purpose 
‘of spending, as usual, the winter and spring 
at her villa Cyrnos, near Mentone. It is 
singular that both the empress and Princess 
Mathilde should be apparently dying at 
the same time. They have only been good 
friends since the overthrow of the empire, 
and as long as Eugénie was at the Tuileries 
the salons of her cousin, Princess Mathilde, 
were the rendezvous of all the malcontents, 
especially those possessed of brilliancy and 
brains, and it. was there that all the most 
eruel witticisms at the expense of the em- 
press originated. 

Princess Mathilde could never forget that 
she herself had.received a demand in mar- 
‘rlage from Napoleon IIJ., which she would 
willingly have accepted, being in love with 
him, but was prevented by her father, ex- 
King Jerome of Westphalia, who virtually 
sold her to Anatole Demidoff, in whose debt 
he was deeply. For in those days Napoleon 
was still a penniless pretender. Afterwards, 
when Eugénie came to Paris with her moth- 
er, Princess Mathilde declined to receive 
either of them owing to the many stories 
current abeut their character and stormy 
antecedents. j 

Princess Mathilde, at her cousin's request, 
did the honors for him at the Elysée while 
he was president and continued to officiate 
on all state occasions as first lady in the land 
after he had become emperor until] his mar- 
riage to the woman whom she had not 
thought sufficiently respectable to receive 
under her roof. On the other hand, Bugénie 
could never forget that Princess Mathilde's 


‘| brother, the late Prince Jerome Napoleon, 


surnamed ‘* Plon-Plon,” had proposed to 
make her his sultana, but had absolutely 
declined to make her his wife, treating her 
suggestion of marriage with scorn and rid- 
It is true that Napoleon III. after- 
wards made the same insulting proposal to 
Eugénie. But when she informed him that 
the only way to her heart was through the 
chapel, he yielded to her ‘stipulations and 
made her his empress. 

It is only within the last ten or fifteen 
years that Princess Mathilde and the em- 
press have really become intimate and have 
developed any affection for one andcther. 
They are both of them interested in their 
two nephews, Prince Victor Napoleon, the 
pretender, and Prince Louis Napoleon, 4 
general in the Russian army, who will tn- 
herit their respective fortunes, which are 
large indéed, that of- Empress Hugénie in- 
cluding much real estate in Paris and alse 
in New York. 

It is doubtful whether either of these 
two old women will live through the winter. 
They are each of them reported to have be- 
come gradually weaker and weaker, and 
their deaths, which are likely to occur in the 
near future, and not far distant from one 
another, will mean a great alteration in the 
fortunes of the two only remaining princes 
of the imperial house of Bonaparte—namely : 
the two sons of Jerome. For, of course, 
“Prince”’ Roland Bonaparte, part propric- 
tor of the public gambling tables of Monte 
Carlo, has never been recognized as a prince 
of the blood.

to go back a good ways,”’ said the 

professor. ‘“‘There are too many 

laws, of course, and the fact that so 
many laws are enforced at the discretion 
of the authorities is also a contributory 
cause. But that doesn't explain the situation. 
A great many studentsa—most of them for- 
eign students, to be sure—deciare that law- 
lessness is inherent in the American char- 
acter.’’ 

** Nonsense," answered the judge. “I 
have a better explanation than that. Most 
of the lawlessness of which we complain 
has developed since the war of the rebellion. 
And I blame the influence of that war for 
it. A great civil war, which carries violence 
into the heart of a country, and which ut- 
terly upsets all ordinary law, must always 
develop among the men who take part in it 
@ more or less lawless spirit. Uneonscious- 
ly the men who fought in the rebellion lost 
sométhing of their respect for the quiet 
processes of ordinary litigation. It will take 
another generation before we recover from 
its demoralizing effects.”’ 

“If you are going that far,”’ suggested the 
professor, “ you may as well take the next 
step and point out the highly respected and 
influential] body of men and women who first 
made lawlessness respectable in this coun- 
try. I mean the abolitionists. All over the 
north they had an entirely lawless organiza- 
tion known as the underground railroad. 
Every station of the underground was a 
center of lawlessness and every person who 
took part in its operations was a conscious 
lawbreaker. Of course, I know that they 
were actuated by the highest and noblest 
motives. They. were trying to right what 
they considered a great and crying wrong. 
but, none the less, they did it in opposition 
to the laws of the United States. They took 
an appeal, as it were, from those laws to 
the higher law, and so justified their ac- 
tion and quieted their consciences. And right 
there lies the dangerous influence of their 
action. With euch a great precedent behind 
it any body of men, which feels that it is 
fighting for a great cause, although forced 
to adopt extra legal measures, can take an 
appeal of the same kind and point te 
when objections are made to the example 
of the abolitionists.” 

“That sort of talk,” sald the judge, “is 
purely academic. It has not a whit of prac- 
tical value. Now, here is something that a 
business man can understand: People in all 
ranke of life are practically forced to be law- 
breakers because legislation in this country 
has not képt pace with the development of 
cormmercial and labor conditions. 

“ Bverybody in the United States knows 
that trusts and pools in business have come 
to stay. They are a part of the evolution of 
business: ithe product of natural laws, against 
which men may iexisiate forever in vain. 
For instance, it is azainst the lew for rail- 
roads to enter intc pooling arrangements. 
Bven the interstate commerce commission 
hes recognized that pooling is not only in- 
evitable, but even desirable. The commission 
has asked congress to pass laws permitting 
pooling agreements as the only way of pre- 
venting rate cutting and rebates; in no other 
way, the commission declares, can, all ship- 
pers, large and.emali, be assured equa! treat- 
ment. But euch laws are not passed, and 
yet everybody knows that various pools are 
in existence. The railroad managers em- 
ploy the most skillful lawyers to get up pians 
by following which the spirit of the law may

*“ Take the state of Missouri, for instance. 
What effect must it have had on its citizens to 
see the lawmakers of the city of St. Louts 
fiying to Mexico and Europe, only to be 
dragged back and wrapped in prison stripes? 
Laws made by proved thieves and rascals 
can hardlly. expect the respect of honest men. 
The state legislature of Missouri, and even 
some of its executive officers, appear little 
better off. They are tarred with the same 
stick of bribery and corruption: Why shall 
I obey a law the passage of which was bought 
and paid for? That is a perfectly natural 
question for a man to ask himself. 

“And Missouri is not alone. Take the re- 
cent revelations in Minneapolis, in Philedel- 
phia, in Grand Rapids. Look at New York. 
which has just gone back to wallow in the 
slime it was pulled out of a few years ago. 
Why do you expect respect for law when you 
can have so little regpect for lawmakers and 
executives? 

“ The worst of it is that the public general- 
ly feels that the only reasons similar expos- 
ures are not made in other states and cities 
is that they lack a man as daring. as earnest, 
and as able as State’s Attorney Folk, who is 
responsiblé for the upturn in 8t. Louls. 

“While you are at it you may as well say 
something about graft in business,’ seid 
the judge. “‘I dén't believe that politicians 
are a bit worse than business mén. Unless 
you are in close touch with the way business 
is done nowadays you wouldn't believe how 
widespread are the ramifications of graft— 
lawlessness in one form or another. Bven 
business men themselves are asleep to its ex- 
istence. I expect a great many of them 
would be more surprised than anybody else 
if the existence of graft should be pointed out - 
In their own establishments If. for instance, 
there is a purchasing agent anywhere who Is. 
honest, it is certainly not because he has not 
been frequently tempted.”

A GREAT hope has been aroused among 


progress of scientific knowledge con- 
cerning the disease, and by the faith 
arrived at that it is preventable, and, if taken 
early enough, curable. The discoveries are 
still more encouraging inasmuch as they 
show that hygienic care in the home is the 
most important factor in both prevention and 
cure. As we progress in knowledge applica- 
ble to the house we are more and more im- 
pressed with the importance of the home- 
maker understanding and maintaining hy- 
giehic conditions. The occupation of house- 
keeping rises from the deadly round of duties 
doneiin ignorance, drudgery, to the heights of 
intelligent battling for health, where the 
homémaker is a “ practitioner of hygiene.” 
The Visiting Nurse association has begun 
a finely planned fight upon consumption in 
Chicago, and has issued an interesting and 
valuable report upon the subject. We learn 
in reading this that there are more deaths 
annually from this disease than from five 
infectious diseases combined—scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, measies, typhoid fever, and 
whooping cough. We now know that the part 
of the housekeeper, when a visitation of this 
terrible ‘malady is threatened, is not to roll 
up the eyes to heaven and say: “ It's in the 
family,"’ and then resign herself to an in- 
scrutable Providence, but to betake herself 
to looking after absolute cleanliness, good 


she doesn’t know, concerning all these things. 
Preventable suffering may well rank among 
the greatest sins. 


The object of this committee from the visit-_ 
ing nurses is most fully stated in thelr own 
words: 

1. To collect and file all information re- 
garding tuberculosis in Chicago.

providing them with positions abroad. 
8. To plan, found, and eventually main-

13. To examine all cases applying for help 
and treatment at the office or in their homes, 
and to decide upon the most efficient proced- 
ure fn such cases, for their own as well as for 
the benefit of their families.

EDDIE GAME TO THE CORE 


Referee Stops Fight, with Loser 
_ Unable to Protect Himself 
from Knockout. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 29.—[Special.)— 
The fight tonight in Mechanics’ pavilion be 
tween “Young” Corbett of Denver and 
Bddie Hanlon of San Francisco, for the 
featherweight championship of the world, 
ended in the sixteenth round, the referee 
giving the fight to Corbett, who had his man 
wholly at his mercy. 

For most of the fifteenth round and all of 
the sixteenth that was fought Eddie could fo 
nothing more than cover his head, but he was 
g0 game that he would not give up, and 
Referee Graney, after tWice being appealed 


to by Corbett, gave the fight to the champion. 


Corbett made much the same fight as he did 
with Hanlon tefore, but he showed the same 
quickness as in the fight with Terry Mc- 
Govern. 

Corbett started out by feeling with left 
and right for Eddie’s head, which he reached 
easily, because he is far swifter and a better 
boxer, but Hanlon showed such remarkable 
ability to take punishing blows and had such 
@ strong punch with his right for the body 
that Corbett was weary of sailing in. 


Corbett Scorns the Count. 

In the seventh Hanlon showed considerable 
ability in landing on Corbett’s’ head, and 
with one clean left hook landed Corbett on 
the carpet. The champion bounded to his 
feet, scorning to take the count, and, with a 
smile, came on once more. His favorite tac- 
tics were to try upper cuts and then torush in 
and deliver savage body blows, clinching be- 
fore Hanlon could punish him. 

Up to the eleventh round Hanlon made a 
fairly even fight, delivering many blows 
about the body, but he never seemed to daze 
the champion or to wind him seriously. 
After the eleventh round Corbett began to 
have things his own way. He landed blow 
after blow on the head and delivered upper 
cuts which ought to have knocked his man 
out, but Eddie, after the most punishing 
blows, would come back and fight gamely.
